New Bay Bridge 
Is Two-MileSpan 


The New Bridge across the Bay of 
St. Louis spans shore to shore, a 
total length of two miles. The Draw 
span is a modern double leaf, electri- 
cally operated span, known as a rolling 
lift bascule, providing a horizontal 
navigation clearance of 100 feet. The 
bascule span, together with its steel 
side spans, total 317 feet in length. 

There are two 26 ft. roadways sepa- 
tated by a three foot raised median 
strip along the center line of the 
bridge, and a three foot sidewalk on 
each -tide. , tê 

Safety gates with flasher lights and 
warning bells are provided for the 
drow span, and the entire bridge is 
lighted with mercury vapor lamps ef 
the latest design. 

Protection to water traffic is provided 
by means of an elaborate fender sys- 
tem defining the channel through the 
draw span and a system of naviga. 
tion lights and- signals conforming to 
requirements of. U; S. Coast Guard 
regulations. A diesel electric standby 
power plant is provided to insure op- 
erations of the draw span and signal 
lights in the event of a temporary 
failure of commercial power. 

The concrete trestle approach spans 
have the same roadway width and 
sidewalks as providéd on the draw span. 
The west approsch consists of 137 spans, 
a total length of 5,617 feet, and the 
east approach has 104 spans for a total 
length of .4,264 feet. The approaches 
are reinforced- concrete girder spans, 
each 41 feet long, supported on precast 
concrete pile bents. Each typical bent 
has eight concrete piles ranging in 
lengths up to 96 feet, and every seventh 
bent has sixteen piles. Railing on the 
bridge is of a low type open design 
permitting an unobserved panoramic 
view of the water and surroundings. 

. The paved approachés leading up to 
the bridge are of divided roadway con- 
struction 24 feet wide, with traffic 
lanes in each direction. The roadways 
are separated by a median strip 24 
feet wide to facilitate turning. move- 
ments and reduce traffic hazards to a 
minimum. The ‘width of this atrip is 
reduced to 3 feet at the bridge and 
there are no crossovers between this

KITCHEN SAFETY 


Right now, in the middle of can- 
ning season, is a good time to take a 
few minutes to remove accident haz- 
ards from the kitchen. 

Here are some tips to make your can- 
ning a little safer. Use thick potholders, 
cotton glover to protect your wrists 
as well as hands; use jar lifters. Have 
funnels to fill jars. , 

When making jelly or preserves, 
use a larga kettle to prevent boil- 
overs. Heat parafin over boiling water 
or over very low heat. Here is a 
tip: Heat the paraffin in a tin can 
bent to form a pouring spout, or use 
an old teapot. 

Long-handled forks and spoons pro- 
mote safety as well as making the 
job easier. : 

Make sure that lids are large enough 
to completely cover utensils; keep 
handles away from edge of stove; do 
not have, any inflammable curtains 
near stöve Make sure that the perco- 
later top is secure.
